DARTMOOR PRISON RIOT. 
Americana have a rciison for l)«*in^.r interc.stod in the recent 
riots at Dartmoor pri.son, in Lnjrland, (¡uite aside frotn tlie 
tact that the KnglLii are trying to hlame the riot <»n subver­ 
sive American iniiueiice. 
A littU' more than a century ago 
Dartmoor prison was very mucii on the American mimi, and 
many thousand Americans got a much closer view of it than 
they might have wished. 
Dartmoor prison was built in 18 00 as a war prison, and 
was designed originally for the accommodation of captur« *d 
French soldiers. 
But as the intensity of the 
pressure 
generated by the Napoleonic W ar increased, Dartmoor got 
an “ American angle.” 
This, oddly enough, came about because F.nglaml was hav­ 
ing a terribly hard time finding seamen enough to man her 
fleet. 
From stopping neutral merchnntm<*n to tak (> off and 
press into the naval servic(‘ such Knglish-born sailors as 
might be aboard, it was only a step to seizing American sea­ 
men as well; and presently, the situation having become in­ 
tolerable, the United States went to war. 
So, in addition to Napoleon’s .soldiers, Dartmoor began to 
house American sailors as well- at lirsi only a fi*w, but later 
on, as English frigates liegan swe(>ping up the innumerable 
and impudent American privateersmen, several thousand of 
them. 
A prisoner of war never has a very soft life, war-time pris­ 
ons being, without exception, comfortless jdaces; hut Dart­ 
moor seems to have been something special. 
'I'he accommo­ 
dations were poor and the food was vib» ; and the 
governor 
of prison was a hard-boiled ofTicer who ruled with a maxi­ 
mum of severity and a minimum of discret ion, 
Thi* climax canu“ when lu* ordered the guards to lire re­ 
peated volleys into the rank s of prisoners massed in an ot>en 
courtyard, after a mild hit of insuhordination had 
tak en 
place. 
All of this, of cuursL*, 
h very ancient history now. and the 
anger that Dartmoor arous<>d on this side of the ocean has 
long since vanished. 
But it 
do« 'S give the recent disturbances 
at Dartmoor a peculiar interest for Ann'ricans. 


MECHANIZED CIVILIZATION. 
I’rofes.sor I’liiford 
Furnas, <»f the Shetfiehi Scientific 
School at Vale, repeated the other day the old prtuliction 
, that civilization w ill ex entually become .so thoroughly me­ 
chanized and intelligently operated that the ordinary man 
will have a work ing day only two or thn'e hours long.
